4. From the Teftimonies of the Scripture and 
Primitive Writers, we prove that St, Paul was 
the Author of it. For thete Words of St. Peter 
2 Ep. 3. 15, 16. As our dear Brother Paul, acéord- 
ing to the Wfdorn given to him, hath written unto 
you, as in all by Epifties make it evident, that St. 
Paul had writ to thew, to whom St. Peter was 
then writing, viz. to the Believing and difperfed 
Fews ; and that the Epiftle which he wrote was 
diftinct from all his other Epiftolary Writings, 
And fince we do not find by any of the Anci- 
ents that that Epiftle was ever loft, ic muft of 
Confequence be that which bears the Name of 
the Epiftle tothe Hebrews. The Authotiry of the 
Primitive Chriftian Writers i¢ very full to the 
fame Purpofe. Clemens Alexandrinus doth ex- 
preffly call Paw! the Author of this Epiftle. The 
fame is done feveral times by Origen; and in 
the fourth Century, when this Epiftle was de- 
ny'd by the Arrians, becaufe they were not able 
to anfwer the Teftimonies it affords of Chrift’s 
Divinity, Theodcree has thefe Words “ They 
“ onght at leaft to revere the Length of Time, 
“in which the Children of the Church have 
** read this Opinon in the Churckes, which is as 
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long as they thave read ‘he Apailolick Writings : 
Or if this be not fofficient to perfuade them, 
they thou'd hearken to £yx; ius, of whom they
